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THE   CARRUTH  FAMILY. 


I.  John'  Carkuth,  the  ancestor  of  the  family  at  North  Brook- 
field  in  this  country,  first  appears  in  Marlboro',  where  he  married 
Jemima  Eussell  of  Sudbury,  and  by  the  Northboro'  parish  records 
she  died  September  19,  1798,  aged  84  years. 

According  to  tradition,  John,  accompanied  by  a  half-brother 
William,  the  ancestor  of  the  Carruths  of  Phillipston  and  Peters- 
ham, came  from  the  North  of  Ireland,  to  which  place  his  ancestors 
had  emigi-ated  from  Scotland  some  generations  before  his  birth. 
Further,  tradition  says  that  his  wife  Jemima  was  born  in  England, 
of  parents  of  more  than  ordinary  means,  and  stolen  from  the  streets 
of  London  when  a  child  and  sent  to  America  by  thieves,  who  were 
tempted  by  the  ornaments  she  wore,  some  of  which,  however,  she 
still  retained  and  brought  with  her  to  this  country.

II.  Nathan,*  who  removed  to  North  Brookfield,  was  born  at 
Northboro',  March  29,  1744,  and  died  at  North  Brookfield,  May  22, 
1827.  He  married,  July  13,  1774,  Elizabeth  Whipple,  daughter  of 
Francis  Whipple,  of  Westboro',  who  was  born  there  June  29,  1748, 
and  died  at  North  Brookfield,  May  8,  1822. 

Nathan  was  by  trade  a  carpenter,  and  by  cultivating  his  farm,  he 
managed,  with  the  assistance  of  his  industrious  wife  (who  made  her- 
self quite  celebrated  for  many  miles  around  the  country,  by  weaving 
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l.an(lso,nc  fv^urcd  woolen  coverlets),  to  accumulate  property  sufficient 
tor  ail  ti.e  necessary  wants  of  tiu.sc  frucral  times. 

Dunng  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  he  was  nearly  blind,  but  suf- 
fered httlc  from  ill  health,  and  with  the  assistance  of  some  of  his 
younger  grandchildren,  he  could  walk  about  the  farm  and  to  his 
neighbors  till  quite  the  last  days  of  his  life. 

At  his  death  he  was  buried  by  the  side  of  his  wife  in  the  old 
gi-aveyard,  near  the  wall  on  the  east  side  of  the  yard.

He  was  one  of  the  original  directors  of  the  Safety 
Fund,  now  the  First  National  Bank  of  Boston,  and  was 
regarded  as  a  business  man  of  more  than  common  ability 
His  wife  was  a  woman  of  noble,  lofty  and  gracious 
character,  a  faithful  helpmate  to  her  husband,  a  most  de- 
voted and  loving  mother  to  her  children,  and  loved  by 
all  with  whom  she  was  brought  in  contact.  She  died  Tnn

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Nathan'  left  North  Brookfield  in  August,  1825,  for 
Boston,  and  went  into  a  West  India  Goods  Store,  where 
he  remained  about  one  year,  when  he  left  and  went  to 
serve  his  apprenticeship  with  Fletcher  &  Carruth,  in  the 
drug  trade  ;  a  house  in  which  his  brother  Francis  was  the 
junior  member.  This  firm  was  dissolved  in  1831,  and  he 
then  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brotlier  under  the  style 
of  F.  S.  &  N.  Carruth,  and  continued  for  some  eight 
years,  wlien  the  firm  of  F.  S.  &  N.  Cariuth  was  dissolved, 
and  Charles  went  into  copartnership  with  Nathan,  under  the 
firm  of  N.  &  C.  Carruth,  and  continued  the  same  business  with 
marked  success.  Devoted  to  his  regular  business,  he  yet 
found  time  to  become  an  active  advocate  of  the  introduction 
of  raih'oads  in  Massachusetts  ;  w^as  engaged  in  the  projec- 
tion of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  ;  was  its  first  General 
Manager  and  President ;  and  afterwards  Treasurer  of  the 
Northern  Railroad  of  N.  H.  He  now  (March  1880)  re- 
sides in  Dorchester,  on  an  estate  adorned  and  beautified  by 
the  care  which  for  more  than  thirty  years  it  has  been  his 
pleasure  to  bestow.
